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FOREWORD 



This manual rs published for the information and guidance of 
personnel whose duties involve the use, maintenance and repair 
of the M-11/9mm SMG. Disassembly, assembly, cleaning and 
minor repairs may be undertaken in the field. 

In all cases where the nature of fhe repair or adiuslment is beyond 
the scope of facMtttes of the unit, the Manufacturer should be in- 
formed in order that trained persortnel with suitable tools and 
equipment may be provided 



1. INTRODUCTION 

The COBRAY represents a significant break through 

in compact submachine gun design. The M if/9mm la available 
In 9mm PARA. only. 

The weapon la light in weight, durable steel cpnstructlpr and 
easy to fire, either aennl-automaiic or full automatic. 

The compact size of the Mdif9mm rnakes It especially auitabla 
for tank crews, gun attd mortar crews, etc., and Us selective fire 
capability makes it an excellenf weapon for police use. 

The addition of a rtoise suppressor further enhances the per- 
formance, reducing fhe noise ai>d eiimlrtaling muzzle flash. 

The weapon operates on the straight blowback principle and is 
magazine fed.

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2. CONSTRUCTION 



The wcapoh consists ol the following major components: 

Barrel, Receiver, Bolt. Frame. Firing 
Mechanism. Magazine, and ExtendaDIe Slock 

A sling swivel may be attached to the Barrel and receiver 
assembly. The front end of the barrel Is threaded lo accept asjp- 
pressor. The receiver is fitted with a fixed front sight and houses 
the Dolt, recoit spring, buffer and elector rod- The frame carries 
the receiver group, trigger mechanism, magazine housing, stock 
guide, and safety assembly. 

The trigger mechanisms consist Ol sear, sear aprlng, saloctor 
lever, retainer, Irlp. trigger, trigger pin. trigger spring, and dis- 
connector 

The Stock is designed to telescope into (he frame when not in use 
thereby reducing the overall size of the weapon. 

The Dolt aseemDiy on the M-iif9mm Is fitted with a cocking han- 
dle and hae a fixed firing pin. The extractor on the 
operates on a leaf spring principle and utMIzes a compression 
spring. 

The magazine tor the M-ilf9mm is of the double column single 
position feed type. 

3. OPERATION OF THE WEAPON 
A. Loading Magazine 

9 MM Para— 32 rounds capacity 

Hold the magazine in one hand, with the other hand place the 
magazine loader on top of the magazine, then place the base of 
the magazine on a firm surface Push down on the loader to 
depress the magazine follower. Insert a cartridge, base first, into 
the magazine. Lift the loader, and push the cartridge all the way 
into the magazine. Push down on the loader, depressing the car- 
tridge and magazine follower. Repeat the operation iFig. l) until 
the magazine is full, 32 rourtds.

B. Stock Assembly 

Hold trie weapon in tt>e snooting hand, wllti one finger of the 
other hand, grasp me top slock extension and pjll down until 
wire form butt locks Into place. tSee Fig. 2, 3, 4}

Wills still holding the weapon in this position, pull entire stock 
assembly straight Pack until stock rails lock into normal firing 
position. (See Fig. 5) This entire operation can be accomplished 
In one continuous movement.

Retracting Stock Acsombiy 

Hold weapon In one tiand. dep<e$s slock latch button and with 
the other herd push stock assembly back Into the weapoh. (See 
Fig. 6) 

Still holdihg the weapon, press inwards on right side ol wire form 
butt near the pivot to allow wire lotm bull lobe rotated Into clos- 
ed position. (See Fig. 7)

C. loading and Cocking tita Weapon 

Move frame safety lever to Tire' position. Htridirg the gun by the 
platoi grio in the right hand and keeping the index finger outside 
the trigger guard pull back on the cocking handle to the rear with 
tha left hand until tneboit la held lo the rear oy the sear. (See Pig. 
6) Move safety lever to 'safe' position. 

Insert loaded magazine In its housing until the magazine catch 
engagas magazine (See Fig. P) Select 'semi' or ‘auto’ fire as ra- 
gulfed, move frame safety to Tire' position.

G. Removal of Magazine 

Grasp magazine in left hand and with left thumb press magazine 
catch to release magazine. (See Fig. 11]

H. Fire Selector Lever Operation 

Located on the tatt aide of the frame tne aeieotor la rotated to 
select 'semr automatic or 'full’ automatic Nre. (See Fig. 12) 






I. Firing the Submachine Gun 

As the boll is moved back to the cocked position, the recoil spring 
is compresseo and the sear engages the scar notch of the bolt. 
When the trigger is pressed, the sear releases the boll, which is 
driven forward by the recoil spring. During this forward move- 
ment, Ihe bolt strips a cartridge from the magazine into the 
chamber The bolt continues forward and tires the cartridge 
When the cartridge is tired, the chamber pressure forces the 
bullet out of the muzzle ol the barrel. At the same time, this 
pressure overcomes the lorward movement ol Ihe boll and starts 
it to the rear. By the time Ihe boH and empty case have moved to 
the rear far ertoughto oper> the rearol the chamber, the bullet has 
left the barrel, and Ihe chamber pressure has diminished. (In the 
submachine gun, the chamber pressure is reiairvely low and the 
bolt Is relatively heavy; this eliminates the need lor positive lock- 
ing and unlddklng.) During Ihe rearward movement of Ihe bolt, the 
empty cartridge cese is exlracied and eiccied. the recoil spring 
Is cdmpreased end Ihe lop round in (he magazine moves up 
against tne lips of tn© magazine The rearward movement of the 
bolt Is stopped by contact with me butler plate. 

J. Malfuncllons 

Malfunctions are usually the result of worn parts or improper care 
of the gun. A knowledge ol how the gun functions enables me 
user to Classify snd correct the malhinclion. Listed below are the 
types of malfunctions which might occur. 

1. Failure to Feed. The lop cartridge in the magazine is not po- 
sitrpred up and in Ironi of Ihe boll. Most malfunctions of the 
submachine gun ate failures to feed caused by a detective or 
Oirty magazine. 

2. Failure to Chamber. The top cartridge from the magazine is not 
sealed in tne chamber. 

3. Failure to Fire. The cartridge ts chambered but does not lire. 
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4 Failure to Extract. If the cartridge tires, the chamber pressure 
will normally posh the empty cartridge case out of the 
chamber. If the cartridge case is not completely removed 
from me chamber and the boK is retracted, then there is a 
lailure to extract. This malfunction seidom occurs. 

5. Failure to Eject. The empty cartridge case is not ejected from 
the weaport. 

6. Failure to Cock. H the bolt Is retracted and is not held by the 
sear, or if. during firing, the bolt does not move to the rear 
far enough to clear the top cartridge in the magazine, the gun 
tails to cock. 

Common Mallunctions. The two most common malfunctions are: 

1. Failure to teed— usually caused by a defective magazine. 

2. Failure to fire— usually caused by defective ammunition.

Prevention of M&lfunctions. Periodic iospectjon and proper care 
and cleaning will reduce the possibility of the submachine gun 
malfunctioning. 

4. STRIPPING AND REASSEMBLING 

The has been designed so lhal no special tools ara 

necessary in order to strip or reassemble the weapon. 



Stripping 

Before starting to strip the weapon remove the magazine and 
check the barret chamber by looking through the EJECTION 
PORT to make sure there ate no live rounds ir the weapon. 



A. Field Stripping consists of 

1 ) Rftmovina Upper Receiver (Cocit Wenpon} 

Depress and disetrgage receiver pin lock and remove from 
receiver pin. The receiver pin may now be removed. {See Fig. 131. 
On alternate configuration where there is no receiver pin catch, a 
sharp push on the receiver pin is all that is required for removal.

3) Ramoving th« Boh 

Slide cocking handle to rear of guide slot, rotate handle a few 
degrees and pull from bolt (See Fig. 15) The bolt and recoil spr- 
ing assembly can now be removed from the rear of the receiver.

3 ) Removing the Stock 

To reiTtove stock, depress stock latch button and keeping 
pressure on Pulton pull completely out (See Figs. 5 and 6) 

The procedure mentioned above is generally sufficient for 
normal maintenance and cleanirtg. If necessary to clean trigger 
mechanism, removal Is as follows; 
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B. Trigger Mechartism 

Lift retainer anO remove selector lever, tnis also allows removal 
of sear, sear spring and tripping lever. Pusft trigger pin ojt of the 
left side for removal ol trigger or torsion spring. Note for re- 
assembly, free aim of torsion spring is located on rear side of 
disconnector. Disconnector may be replaced by Lsing a pm 
punch to remove &prfng pin. 

C. Extractor 

Use pin punch to remove extractor spring pin. 

D. Recoil Spring 

Compress spring and move guide rod dear of boll and use bin 
punch to remove spring pin from guide rod. 

E. Receiver Pin 

Use oar key or aimilai object to remove receiver pin lock. 

F. Magazine Catch 

Use flat DIaded acrew^iiver to remove screw in hand orlo for 
access to csicb. » k - 

G. Safety Catch 

Use pin punch to remove catch spring pin. 

H. Slock Latch 

Press down lightly at center of pin and slide to either side to re- 
move relainirrg pin. Invert frame and latch will drop out. 

I. Magazine 

M-11/9mmPara 

Depress stud in lloor plate and slide plate from magazine case. 
Keeping finger over the bottom ol the magazine to prevent the 
magazine spring from flying out. Remove the magazine spring and 
the magazine follower. 
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NOTE: To achieve the proper functioning when reassernDiirrg 
the M-1lf9rTirri magazine ensure that Ihe stops of the 
top coil of the spring corresponds with the slope on 
the follower. 

5. REASSEMBLY 

Items are reassembled in the reverse order to the stripping pro- 
cedure. 

6. CLEANING AND MAINTENANCE 

It Is essential tor reliable operation and performance that the 
weapon receive careful maintenance It should be cleaned at 
the end of each day's firing. 

The Gjn need only be "field stripped" for this maintenance. 

Berrel and Racoiver Group Cloerune 

A. Use cleening rod, patch and solvenl. Stubborn residue car 
be removed with a bristle bore brush. 

B. Swab bore with patch saturated in solvent. 

C. Use solvent saturated patch and swab Inside of receiver to 
remove residue. 

D. Use clear dry patch to dry barrel and inside of receiver 
group. 

E. Dampen patch with light oil and swab barrel ard receiver. 

Bolt Assembly Oeorrinp 

A Remove powder residue with solvent and patch 

B. Wipe all surfaces of bolt to remove carbon. The boll face 
should be completely free of carbon and other residue. 

C Wipe dry and apply a light coat of oil. 
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Frame Assembly Group Cleaning 

A. Remove residcse build-up on exposed surlaces with solvent- 
soaked clolh. 

B. Clean around the lockwork. The weapon is designed to 
tolerate some dirt in the frame group but excessive dirt will 
impair operation Detail cleaning is required after pro- 
longed operation or improper funclionmg ot weapon. 

C Wipe dry end use oily patch to coat exposed metal areas 
with light film of oil. 

Masezine Cleaning 

A. Inspect magazine lor demegad ereas. Damaged magazines 
should be discarded. 

B. Clean up area and top of (he follower. 

C. Wipe wllh clean patch. 

Suppressor Cloonlng 

The suppressor requires no Other maintenance apart from ensur- 
ing that the bore is kept clear of oOslructions. Inspection must be 
made with the suppressor removed from the weapon. The front 
end cap of the suppressor has replaceable urethane discs which 
should Pe replaced every 500 rounds or Shorter if the noise level 
increases signiticantly.
